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REMARKS 



Applicant and Applicant's attorney express appreciation to the Examiner for the 
courtesies extended during the recent Interview held on October 2, 2003. The amendment made 
by this paper are consistent with the proposals and claim amendment, discussed during the 
Interview, and as reflected in the remarks that follow. 

As indicated above, claim 26 has been canceled without prejudice and claims 17 8 12 
19, 20. and 25 have been amended. Accordingly, claims 1-25 remain pending, of which five are' 
-dependent claims: 1, 8, 13, 20. and 25. Claim 1 is an independent method claim with 
corresponding independent computer program product claim 13; claim 8 is an independent 
method dim with corresponding independent computer program product claim 20; and claim 25 
is an independent system claim. 

The Office Action objected to the drawings on various grounds. With respect to J^ure 
7, Applicant has removed the reference number 700 from the text of the specification and" ha. 
removed the reference to step 710 from the description of Figures 9A-9C. With respect to Figure 
I. Applicant has amended the specification to remove ,he inconsistencies noted by the Examiner 
With respect to figure 2, Applicants propose correcting the reference number of the server on the 
right of memory 208 to be "208b" so that the reference for the server is consistent with the text 
of the specification at line 9 of page 15. Upon approval from the Examiner, replacement 
drawing sheets will be submitted. These changes should address all outstanding issues with 
respect to the drawings.
